All Head and no Tail- 

The admirable cartoons in "Onco n 
Week" exhibit a huge head on a minute 
body. The very disproportion imparts 
a sort of piquancy to the picture. The 
new Government of British Columbia 
•would appear to Lave been modeled 
on a somewhat similar principle. It is 
all head and no tail, — or at least a very 
attenuated one. The Government 
tbiisfc lje '"8troiig"; and in order to at- 
tain' strength the number of Mtniflters 

■has been nearly doubled. Ministers 
must he "dignified"; and to that end 
they are in receipt of extravagant 
salaries. To accomplish all this, how- 
ever, wholesale decapitation must take 
place in subordinate' ranks,— and the 
Premier boated of having cut off thirty 
officials 1 It needed no greKt statecraft to 
do that. But what about the results ? 
The extremities—even the body— are 
starved iu order to create a bloated 
head. Like the poUiwog, it has all 
gone to head and the tail will soon 
drop off. To he less figurative, out- 
lying communities have boon loft with- 
out any adequate macliinery for ad- 
ministering the la^YS or protecting the 
revenue, in order that the Executive 
at headquarters might make itself 
strong and fat and dignified. And 
this is what the organs are pleased to 
call "rotrcnohmeut"! The case 
of Kootenay has already boon brouglit 
to public notice. Attention is now 
invited to Nanaimo — a _ less remote but 
more aggravated case. The i-eader 
does not need to be told that Nanaimo 
is the second community in point of 
population and importauce. As a sea- 
port town it may even dispute with the 
capital. It is a port of entry — that is 
to say, a port to which shipping can 
go direct, and whence ships can clear 
for any part. It has been known to 
have as many as ten sea-going vessels 
in port ot one time during the present 
season. Four coal mines in operation, 
affording the steadj employment to 
over four hundred miners; and a free- 
stone quarry, giving employment to 
sixty more, when in full blast. All 

■ those interests and industries, it will 
readily bo conceived, make up an im- 
portant community, — one entitled to 
no little consideration at the hands of 
the Govenmicnt. Let us see what 



numbers, and by a free use of the jmblic 
monoy they can suoouod iu l)uilding up a 
Government strong ^enough to set public 
opinion at defiance. |vBut Ministers may 
y^,|^ dttt that they have '^miscaloulated 
the'exterit'to wfiieh tlie people ' of British 
Columbia will quietly submit to imposi- 
tion and injustice, under the oloak'of "re- 
trouchmout" and "reform" — plausible 
but empty words, oniployed by unsorupu- 
loua politicul tricksters to serve their own 
selfish purposes. "People's Government"! 
Well, it is u people's government in this 
BCUBQ, that the Government takelthe rev- 
enue and leave the people to take care of 
them selves'. 



Six Miles of Police. 

Most persons (ourBelrea amongst the 
number) were of opinion ' that the Civic 
Government of Victoria were doing a wise 
and proper thing in taking over certain 
local revenues and accepting the responsi- 
bility of the Police Department. And if 
the Council act cttutiously <»ijd prudently, 
^vo SCO no cause oven yot for changing 
our opinion on that point. Ciroumstan- 
cea have recently transpired, however, 
which load us to think that, if very great 
care be not taken, the ratepayers may yot 
have cause to regret the step. It will 
have been observed that an attempt has 
been made by the Provincial Government 
to throw upon the City Corporation the 
expense and responsibiliay of extondinfj 
its limits for police duty a distanco of six 
miles! It will also have been noticed that 
some members of the Council have un- 
wittingly fallen into what wo must bo ex- 
cused for saying looks disagreeably like 
a "trap". Passing over the anomaly of 
Iho police service extending six miles bo- 
yond the Cor])oration limits — and which 
would probably recpiiro the sanction of 
im Act of Piirliamcut it needs no reflec- 
tion to dotoct the unroasonabloncsH of tho 
proposition, regarded purely from a 
fniancial standpoint. A six miles' 
extension of police sarvice, to our mind, 
means a mounted police . force 
and a big hole» in the civic revenue. 
And why the city should be calloil 
upon to undertake such a responsi- 
bility, wo feel at a loss to imagine. If 
the object is to include the town of 
Esquimau within the police jurisdiction 
of Victoria, why not say so, include it 
within the city limits for all purposes, and 
lot its revenues go into the civic chest; 
There might be some show of fairness in 
such a proposition, and possibly cogent' 
reasons of policy might bo urged in its 
favor. But oven that ought not to be 
brought about in any questionable way. 
It ought to be the spontanepna coming 
together of the two oommunities for mu- 
tual advantage. We observe one of the 
Councillors contended that "it was the 
duty of tlio city to pay a policeman at 
Esquimau to prevent desertion from the 
Navy". It would bo interesting to know 
how such a duty involves upon Victoria, 
and where, if it does, the duty of Victoria 
rciilly ends. We admit the desirability of 
employing every legitimate means for 
preventing desertions from Her Majesty's 
sliips lying on this station; but wo cannot 
admit the justice of throwing upon the

Whonovcr wo hoar of tho loss of a lum- 
hor-ladon ship on thi.s Coast tho cause is 
invariably to be traceil toadockload, 
which renders the ship topheavy and, 
causes her to turn bottom up. A long and 
melancholy list of vussols thathavo "turn- 
ed turtle" and been folaUy lost with all 
hands, is running through our mind as wo 
writes. The practice — especially in the 
winter season — is dangerous, and it is 
hoped, by the passage of an Act by tho 
Dominion Parliament, that it will soon bo 
illegal. A few weeks ago we read a very 
forcible article on the subject in tho 
Sliipitiitg Gdzcllo. Tho writer called so 
loudly for legislation that his voice was 
heard by tho Dominion Boaril of Trade at 
its recent meeting, when the propriety of 
prohibiting ships, between ports in tho 
Dominion and Europe, from carrying 
deck loads from Ist September to May 1st, 
was very ably shown by Jlr. Fry, of Qne- 
hoc. In the courso of his speech before 
tho Board ]\Ir. Fry proved that throo- 
fourths of tho dististers of homeward 
bound timber ships ou the Atlantic wero 
duo to tho ])raclico of carrying dockloads. 
Lie showed that during the season of 1872 
no loss than t)'2 large sailing shijjs and '.) 
iron steamships, all ongagoil in the lum- 
ber and grain trades between the St. Law- 
rence and Great Britain, had boon totally 
lost: that tho value of tliose vessels, their 
cargoes and freights timotiiit to over four 
millions of ilollars, nud above all, over 
250 valuable lives had boon sacrificed. A 
close aeijuaintance with tho North Ameri- 
can trade for tho past thirty years had 
convinced Mr. Fry that fully throe-fourths 
of all the losses of wood-laden Bhips in 
the North Atlantic in tho fall of tho year 
moy bo traced directly or indiri'ctly to 
tho practice of carrying dock loads, and 
the facts ho had been able to collect with 
reforenco to the recent losses conftrmod 
him iu this opinion. At tho conclusion 
of his able speech, Mr. Fry moved tho 
following resolution, which, after full dis- 
cussion, jiassed unaninionsly : — 

" Jii'solvril , That this Board urge strong- 
ly ujion tho Government of the llominiun 
the necessity of immediately ])utling a 
stop to tho practice of carrying dockloads 
after tho 1st of September and before tho 
1st of May in each year, as being destruc- 
tive to human life and materially increas- 
ing tho cost of insurance."

Neither our gardens, 
our holds, nor our woods, our mastor- 
jiiecos (if Nature as is ignorantly said; 
thoy iiro ni:i,slerpioccs of hiiinan industry. 

All double llowors, without exception, 
nro man's work. Pluck a wild rose from 
a liodge-row, and then go and see a collec- 
tion of Vordier's rose; you will learn how 
much Nature bivs bestowed, aud what man 
has nittilo of it. 

All the [lulpy and juicy edibn fruits aro 
man's work, ^lan went as far as Asia, 
aud oven farther, in (ptest of the coarse 
products which resembles our peaches, 
our cherries, our pears, as much as tho 
wild rose resembles tho "Palace of Crys- 
tal' or the "llemembrance of Malmaison" 
rose. 

Each of onr vegetables represents not 
only distant voyages, but also centuries 
of skilled labor and assidumis elaboration. 

It was not imtiiri' that gav(> the potato 
to the ])oor of our hind. Human indus- 
try went in (jiiest of it in America, and 
hjlS cultivated, modilicd, ameliorated, 
varied and brought it step by step to it.=i 
present state, ticcomjilisliin;^ the result in 
h.'ss t hail a cent iiry . Yet to this century 
of culture must lie aildcil the prior labor 
bestowed ou tho jilant by the natives of 
Auierica. ^^"he^ t.he products of a distant 
country are li -.iiight to us, we are prone 
to believe that nature alone has done 
every thing, I'.ut when the Si)aniards 
discover 'd .\iiierfiiM, it had been etilti- 
vateil from time iiiimemorial. Hence man 
had turiie'd nature to his advantage there, 
as well as in Europe and elsewhere. 

Wheat, such as we see it, is not a gift 
of Jiaturo. It grows apontanoously in 
Upper Egypt, yet there it yields but a 
poor and miserable seed, unfitted for 
making bread. Many iigos and a ])rodi- 
gious cipenditiiro of labor wore reiiuired 
in order to develop, swell, aud j)erfoct 
tho seed of this useful seed for man. 
Have you ever been t<dd that wheat is 
distinguished from other ooroals by its 
containing a notable proportion, somo- 
tilnes a quarter, of nitrogenous substan- 
ces ? This valu.tble gluten represents tho 
blood and llesh of LToni ratious that perish- 
ed in the culturitof wheat. 

While labor supplied tho most ])recious 
of its useful ];roportios to this grain, of 
which each of us consumes three hecto- 
litres (SJ'i bushols) yearly, pharinncy al- 
teret' the uso of fifty vegetable iioisons, 
contioverted them to tho iirotit of our 
species. Not inoroly does man add a 
portion of utility to that wliiidi possosHou 
none naturally, but ho turns bad into 
good. — Edmond About.

At au ugricultunil meeting, recent- 
ly held in Scotland, some iutin-oHtiiig 
btatenients wero matle reispoctiiig- tho 
origin, prtigrosH, iiiid re.sults of oiilti- 
viilion liy steam in ]']uropo. In ISil/j, 
ii Mr. John J'^owlor, of Essex comity, 
J'^iigland, HtiU'tcil liis wtoaiu plough. 
Now, ill (Ireat Britain, there aro 
singlo cstablishmnnts foi: manui&ctr 
iiriiig .sLciuu-plouohs, so Gxtonsivo 
tliiiL thoy furnish constant employ- 
ment for not less than 1,200 men. In 
Englaiul, Ijiitweeii -LOU and 500 sot.s of 
.steaiu-plutiglis, lield, Komo by com 
puiiies undotlior« by individual own- 
ers, are worked for hire, and aro 
found to ha i\ pi'ofitable investment. 
A tract of 501) iiereB, near London, so 
uiipruductivo that it could not bo 
rented for ^il! per acre, wtis bouj^ht by 
an C'ntci')n'isiiig fanner, who reuiovcd 
tiio feiicoM, iimler-tlritiuiiil, ami, with a 
steam-ijlougli, put the wholo into 
grain crojDa. La6t year, after allow- 
ing 10 ])or cent, un tho money invofit- 
ed 111 the Iniul, his clear prolitH wore 
!?18,()00. Tiio yoil lio thnii improved 
by deep stenm-plougliiug is a stiff clay 
that could not bo prolitubly workotl 
by iiorse power. Another tract of 500 
acres, that had been n^gardod as 
wortlilesii, was liouglit liy a fanner 
who ploti;_;li(,'(l with si eaiii-j)owor to the 
depth of ;i I'eet, and waw rewarded l)v 
crops of jistoiii.'liiiig thrift. In Scot- 
land, cultivation by stenui isbocouiing 
general, ;iinl proihiciug results otpially 
inarveioiis. Joint-stock conipauies aro 
invest ill;,'' inland mid stciin-niachiiHUT 
and sivHi'iiig large dividends, ■\vbilo 
indivithial tanners iiave invested from 
^;(;,()00 to 810,000 in steam-machinery 
with very profital>lo reaxilts. In Ger- 
many jilso .steam-power is working a 
reviihition in no'rumltiire. 

Ll was a];',o stated that the Pasha of 
l'-gy)it now ^ iiipliiys on his oxteiiHive 
domain -100 steam-ploughs, and is 
building "on his farm" 400 miles of 
railway, and, for transporting and 
inaiinfaottiriiig the raw niaterinl pro- 
duced, has ordered thirty locomotive 
cr.ginos and f:!,(K)U,()00 worth of sugar 
machinery. 

rerha[is the most successful culti- 
vator liy steam ill America is Mr. E. 
Lawrence, of Magnolia Plantation, 
liiirisii of i'laiiuemino, Louisiana. In 
u letter ti^ the .Vgriciiltiiral Depart- 
ment; he speaks of tho results of his 
trial of the steam-plough as follows : 

"Two hundred and twenty acres 
of my cane crop, 140 acres of which 
were plant-canes, and 80 acres first- 
year rattooiis, wero, I believe, as tho- 
'roughly plouglied and cultivated In- 
steam as eouhl bo desired. The SO 
acres of tirst-year rattoons, grown 
from the stubbles of tho "steam-plow- 
ed cane" jilanti.'d in a siniiliar manner 
last year, wen.- barred oiT and well dug 
iu the nioutli of .March, tlieii siibsoiled 
and eiilti v.'ited by stoiiin jn'ccisely as 
tiio ])laiit->'anes. The yield was over 
3,500 pounds of sugar to the aore." 

Mr. Lawronco closes his letter with 
thepiopliecy : 

"Xocessity will soon compel to 
take a ' new (l(-]i!ii'hu'e, ' Tho cnnBtant 
incri asi!" oi' iniiiiioration and jiojinhi- 
tion ni tlii^ grain-growing Htates of ovir 
country will soon demand a better 
oaUivation ami iiieroasod production. 
In England, Kteiuii-ploiighing has in- 
creased tho yiolil (if wheat from 1(5 
bushels to 'Is Imslii'ls io the ntire. 

"1 do not b.'lievo the agricultural 
interest of our country can nuichjlong- 
er turn a deaf ear to this Innt and 
greatest achievement of steam- — it.s 
successful iipplicatiou io the cultiva- 
tion of tho soil. It has broken the 
yoke and lifted tlio bni-den wliieli, 
forages, held both man and boast in 
bondage, auiolioratuig their coiidi- 
tiou by making that which was most 
onerous, easy and attractive; it has 
elevated labor, and dignified tho 
plough."

Even ad- 
mitting thot tbe Pacific Mail would havo 
controlled the Australian line, could nny- 
thiug be better than their conduct of the 
China line? Could English steamers su- 
persede their niagnitieont ships V 

Whilo tho National Congress will wnsto 
millions on matters of lo-ial and not of a 
national character, tbiit body, compo.seil 
as it is, of a majority far removed from 
the sea, and knowing but little of mari- 
time commerce, cannot fool that national 
greatness exists on tho ocean, as well as 
thoiilaius.
